There are extreme Anti-Slavery men who 
insist ‘that the rebel Stalea have loat their es- 
sential State polity’ by their rebellion, and 
that, until reconstituted by the consent of the 
National Government, they are to be treated 
as mere territories. This doctrine we have, 
from: the: onteset, opposed, as utterly false 
and full of mischief. It implies that secession 
is not only possible, but an actual fact—that 
South Carolina and Georgia are to-day no 
more integral parts of the Union than Sonora 
,and New-Brunswick—and that the progress of 
the Union armsinto their domain is conquest 
pute end simple, to he followed by just such 


| @ disposition of the people and their property, 


as the conqueror, under the law of nations, 
‘may see fit to ordain, ‘The true principle is, 
‘that secession is possible neither by legisia- 
tion nor by violence—that all doings toward 
that end are void from the beginning—and 
that whatever forfeiture may be «visited upon 
these engaged in this war, is a penalty for 
vielaied, law, and. not the spoliation of the 
victor... 

The false doctrine originated in the belief 
that nothing else could secure the destruction 
‘OL Slavery. But the motive was. as groand- 
Jest as thé doctrine itself was. absurd. It 
needs no such unwatrantable device to put 
Slavery out of the world. ‘Every day's devel- 
opments are making this more manifest. It 
is strikingly apparent in two speeches recently 
delivered by 'Gov. Jomnsox of Tennessee. On 
the 28d ult., in a very forcible address at a 
large Union’ meeting at Franklin, Tenn., he 
used this language : 

“Tne. idea has been cupningly circulated that 
after the rebellion has been suppressed, the North 
will not let us back into the Union, nor let us have a 
State Government! What shallow hambuggery and 
deception! Some think we must petition. the Gov- 
ernment to get back Into the Union. I deny the doc- 
trine of secession, wholly, absolutely, tofe cele. 
Tennessee is not out of the Union, never has been, and 
never will be out. The bends of the Constitution and 
the Federal power will always prevent that. This 
Government. is perpetual; provision Is made for re- 
forming the Government and amending the Constitu- 
tion, and admitting States info the Union, not for let- 
ting them ‘out o/it.” 

Thus Gov. Jounson has no tolerance for the 
assumption thatthe rebel States have sunk 
into the condition of territories. Yet, ina 
speech delivered just one week aflerward, at 
Nashville, he advocated emancipation with 
an emphasis that no Anti-Slavery man could 
surpass. As:reported in the Nashville Union, 
he said::

They know well that it is 
impossible to conduct the war on any system 
“that will not put their cherished institution 
between the upper and the nether millstone. 
In perfect consistency, therefore, they are 
ever working, directly and indirectly, ‘for 
peace. It is @ fortunate thing that all traly 
loyal men—al] who believe in the constitution. 
al supremacy of the National: Government 
—can unite in.one. common effort, whatever 
their opinions on. the bare question of eman- 
cipation. It is enough forall Union men that 
the war is necessary to the Union; and Anti 
Slavery men surely ought to be the last toby 
restless if the war, in. the very prom oa 
ing the Union, destroys Slavery. . They, of : 
men, are the most bound to avoid all distrac 
ing controversy, and to endeavor to keep. 
‘public mind true to the supreme necessity 
maintaining the war. The project of territo- 
rializing the rebel States is something entirely 
extraneous to the real objects of the war, and 
therefore no friend of the war should agitateit. 


The War. with Japan: 

The news which we published yesterdaj 
from Japan fully prepared our readers. for 
announcement which comes to us this morn; 
ing by ‘the Pacific ‘telegraph’ that’ war hias 
broken out with thet country.. The quarre} 
which has led to hostilities is exclusively aa 
English one, yet it seems to have been an 
American vessel which received the first hos- 
tile shot from the Japanese, and an American 
man-of-war which opened active offensive 
operations ; and if they were English troops 
who fought the first land fight, they were 
American sailors who.achieved the first nava! 
victory. 

We suppose England, France and the 
other maritime treaty Powers will sow 
join forces, and send their respect- 
ive’ contingents to the ‘North * Pacific to 
chastise the Emperors, spiritual and tem- 
poral. ._The British:have.a fleet of thirteen 
veasels-of-war in Japanese waters, while the 
French have two war ships, and we have but 
one, the Wyoming, which has already played 
havoc with two vessels of the Japanese navy. 
It will not take the English long to bring up 
reinforcements from the China Seas and the 
Indies, as they have been. expecting this out- 
break for some months, and are doubtless) 
prepared for it. There iso doubt that the 
war. will be prosecuted with, vigor, \ if the 
Japanese do not at once come to satisfactory 
terms. ; 

It. may be. that, they will do this,.as if was 
the vessels and retainers of one of the'Japan-. 
ese damios: which opened the hostilities in 
this instance. The damio referred.to is, we 
suppose, the Prince Sates, who has become 
notorious: in. connection with -the: present 
quarrel...
